"Wisconsin has a so-called "eugen- 


ics law", and, In addition, required 
five days notice of Intention to mar- 
ry, which doubtless accounts main- 
ly for the fact that Jts marriage rate 
was lower than that of any state of 
the east north central group," the 
bulletin said. 


As a result of the Wisconsin law, 


.Lake-co, 111., had a marriage rate of 
48.2 
per 1.000 of population as com- 


pared with the national average of 
10.2 
marriages per 1,000 of population. 


Menominee and 
Monroe-cos, Mich., 


and Clay and Winona-cos, Minn., also 
had a heavy marriage rate as a re- 
sult of the Wisconsin law. 


Out of the estimated population of 


Wisconsin of 2,770,291 in 1924, 1,104,- 
167 were married and there were 2,281 
divorces, or an average of 2.07 divorces 
per 1,000 of married population, as 
against a national average of 3.73 di- 
vorced per 1,000 population. 


Of the 168,312 divorces granted in 


the United States in 1924 62,529 were 
for cruelty and. '5,380 for desertion. 
Figures showed 
a decrease in the 


number of divorces for drunkeness and 
desertion and an increase in the num- 
ber of divorces for cruelty. 


Of Wisconsin 
divorces 567 were 


granted to husbands a'nd 1714 to wives.

FOR TRENCH MOUTH 


Epidemic of Mouth Disease 


in Appletpn, Doctors Re- 
port 


An epidemic of trench mouth, a di- 


sease affecting the gums and some- 
times resulting in the loss of teeth 
has been reported by several Appleton 
doctors who have been treating a 
large number of the cases in the last 
three weeks. 
, Doctors blame public drinking foun- 
tains largely lor spreading the di- 
sease. An infected person drinks and 
leaves some of the germs deposited 
on tho iron or ivory valve. A well 
person drinks next and does not al- 
low the water to shoot high enough 
above the valve. His lips touch the 
metal or Ivory and he carries away 
some germs. Result—another patient. 


Improperly cracked glasses and 


utensils in public eating houses, res- 
turants and billiard halls, is another 
common cause for the spread of the 
disease, It was said. 


Many school children have been at- 


tacked by tho disease, according to 
several doctors, and the cause is 
thought to be the drinking fountains. 
"Children usually don't allow the wa- 
ter to shoot very high and they al- 
most invariably touch their mouths to 
tho valve," one doctor said. 


Symptoms of the disease are bleed- 


ing and sore gums with a bad odor 
and taste. In the later stages of the 
disease tho mouth becomes very sore 
and the patient cannot eat hard sub- 
stances. 
Sometimes the membrance 


holding the teeth to the jaw bone is 
attacked and the teeth die. In most 
cases if the disease is attended to at 
once no serious injury results. 


The only prevention lor the disease 


is to keep the teeth clean and use a 
mouth wash frequently, doctor said.

JEWS PA PER I 
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ZIMMERMAN KICKS BACK 


Mr. Zimmerman has taken the bull by 


the horns and tossed it, kicking and bel; 
lowing, into the china shop of the Madi- 
son ring. The damage done to the crock- 
ery must be great. The Republican nom- 
inee for governor has hurled defiance at 
Blaine, Ekern, Robert II, the ring's State 
Central committee and the hangers-on. 
His letter in response to the insulting and 
insolent ultimatum penned by John B. 
Chase at the behest of the Madison ring 
is all that could be desired. Mr. Zimmer- 
man tells them in polite language to go 
chase > themselves. 


He not only repudiates the Russianized 


platform of the ring but everybody and 
everything connected with it. He declares 
his "unalterable opposition'' to the can- 
didacy of Blaine for the senate. He will 
run on his own platform, which calls for 
a house-cleaning at Madison, economy 
and relief from excessive taxation, con- 
servation that conserves, a termination of 
class strife and misunderstanding and a 
square deal for everybody. 


'. That is the way a nominee for the great 
office of governor- of Wisconsin, with a 
plurality of 35,000 votes in the primary 
back of him, and with self-respect and 
nerve, should talk. It is the kind of an

THE INDIANA SCANDAL 


The political scandal which is rocking 


Indiana from stem to stern is one more il- 
lustration of the error of citizens in sup- 
porting movements and organizations 
which have for their purpose the secret 
control of government. Many persons are 
deceived by high sounding phrases and 
ideals of men who propose to correct al- 
leged or real public and social wrongs by 
banding themselves together in the exer- 
tion of secret political power. 


The Ku Klux Klan is precisely such an 


organization. Many of its ideas and prin- 
ciples, and even its specific purposes, are 
highly laudable. It is for this reason that 
it has made an appeal to so many honest- 
minded persons, who have, nevertheless, 
been misled by the fact that fundamental- 
-ly it is wrong and does violence to consti- 
tutional government and to democratic 
institutions. 


The Klan in Indiana, as in other states, 


once it acquired large membership, set out 
to control the politics and government of 
the state. Its former head is now languish- 
ing in the penitentiary at Michigan City, 
and it has involved the governor in a 
scandal that is attracting nation-wide at- 
tention. 


It would be premature to pass judg- 


ment on the charges and counter-charges 
in this affair, because the facts are not \et 
disclosed. It will require a complete in- 
vestigation, if that can be had, to ascer- 
tain the truth, but enough has been charg- 
ed, with apparent foundation, to indicate 
that Indiana is suffering severely from 
clandestine politics and clandestine gov- 
ernment. 


TOO MUCH DISARMAMENT 


Just at a time when we thought that the 


morale of our military forces was at its 
lowest ebb, when grumblings were heard 
from every branch of the service, when 
dissatisfaction was supposed to be rife, a 
wave of rather intense sentiment springs 
up that shows most of those suppositions . 
incorrect. 


Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, retired, 


made the statement—"The infantry con- 
tinues to be the backbone of the service." 
Such a loud howl immediately arose that 
it looked as though another war over who 
won the war was imminent. Only this 
time, the next war, if any, was dragged 
"into-the fight. 


Aviation, said aviation, can win a war 


lone-handed. The chemical division said 
the same thing about itself. Tfie artillery 
conceded that aviators are handy as' ob- 
servers, but asked what good observation 
is without shells following it. The cavalry, 
realizing it didn't do much in the last war, 
satisfied itself with the promise that it 
will "show" us in the next. Even the sup- 
ply sen-ice and medical corps put in their 
claims. 


But one proud old branch of the service 


stood with bowed head and let the con- 
troversy rage. General headquarters had 
nothing to say, for it has been crushed, 
disarmed. Thousands, even hundreds of 
thousands of typewriters have been taken 
away from it. By a single stroke of heart- 
less reduction, the number of the army's 
paper forms was reduced from 1308 to a 
mere 433. 


General headquarters knows who won 


the last war. It knows that there were 
more triplicate copies of the 1308 forms 
than there were shrapnel balls on the 
whole continent. It knows that the volley 
and thunder of a battery of typewriters 
strikes terror to the heart of an enemy. 


Of course, headquarters is not com- 


pletely discouraged. It knows that it can 
win a little war with only 433 paper 
forms, but the military experts can't tell 
just how big a war is going to be. 
At 


least, they never have.

WHAT A CHILI) MAY HAVE ON HIS CHEST 
Among the 200 odd cases of overlooked foreign 


body in the chest, which have come to the clinic of 
Dr. Chevalier Jackson, well known to newspaper 
readers, perhaps tho prize cas« is this: 


A girl over 4 years old had fever, loo^e cough, 


foul bruuih. difficult breuihuiK tuui «<-•»- 


oral ill health since the age of IS months. The 
firt-t 
physician consulted made a diagnosis of 


asthma. The second 
phyMcian con&Joml the 


child's trouble asthmatic bronchitis. (I'll bet this 
second doctor is a whale of a success in practice: 
his diagnostic skill reminds me. of that of a very 
successful practitioner who used to send to the 
hospital a 
£rood many cases of "typhom:i!:u-ial 


flu.") A third physician said the child had tuber- 
culosis. A fourth sent the child to the mountains 
for the climate, and she improved while there. 
Nevertheless and not at all curious to relate, the 
child's: mother insisted on taking her to a roent- 
genologist, who found the shadow of a staple in 
tne lung. The staple was removed by means of 
the bronchoscope and the child then msde a com- 
plete recovery. 
This docs not imply that every child who wheezes 


has a foreign body in the^lungr. though such cases 
seem frequent enough to Dr. Jackson to warrant 
this assertion: "On the authority of McCrao, Sten- 
gel. Edward E. Graham. Fife, Carpenter. Gittings, 
Price Sinclair, Funk, Tyson, Engcl, Boyce and other 
pediatricians 
and internists with whom we have 


worked, we feel justified in statins: that the dtagosis 
of asthma should not be made in a child without 
excluding foreign as a diagnostic 
possibility." 


Thirty-seven 
children whose symptoms were en- 


tirely due to a foreign body in windpipe or esopha- 
gus have come to the clinic after the diagnosis of 
Bronchial asthma had been made by physicians. 


Jackson believes that many cases of chronic lung 


suppuration 
(abscess) in children have 
resulted 


from mistaking the asthmatoid wheeze of foreigi 
body for bronchial asthma. He urges that foreign 
body should be excluded as a diagnostic possibility 
in every case of lung abscess. "When foreign body 
is present, the use of the bronchoscope is the only 
method of treatment worthy of a moment's consid- 
eration. 


Whore do the kids sot all these foreign bodies? 
In not a few cases they inhale or aspire pieces 


of tonsil or adenoid body, or a loosened tooth, or a 
sit of a broken instrument or some detached dental 
appliance, in the course of an operation tor removal 
of enlarged tonsil or adenoid masses. It seems that 
such aspiration or-inhalation'of the foreign body is 
as likely to occur when the operation is done under 
local anesthesia -as it is under general anesthecia. 
A boy developed cough a few days after an ab- 
dominal operation under general anesthesia more 
than a year before admission to the clinic. 
Two 


weeks after operation the boy expectorated large 
quantities of four sputum. 
He was under treat- 


ment for a supposed pulmonary tuberculosis with 
lung abscess, when a roentgen ray examination dis- 
closed not only an abscess but also in incisor dental 
brace that had disappeared at the time of the oper- 
tion 16 months before. This was removed by means 
of the bronchscope. and within a few months the 
boy got entirely well. 


"Children and I even adults sometimes accidentally 


swallow buttone, coins, pins or other objects held 
in the mouth, ana these may enter a bronchus or 
may lodge in the esophagus (gullet).

No Disease Carried by Letters 


Is there any cure for syphilis? I 
have just 


learned that my brother has it. Is there any danger 
of the disease being- transmitted by correspondence 
with a. person who has it? (Mrs. H. R. E.) 


Answer.—As a. rule syphilis is arrested by medi- 


cal treatment carefully administered over a period 
of from one to two years, provided the patient has 
enough intelligence to follow physician's directions. 
There is no reason to imagine that any disease is 
ever carried by letters, papers, magazines, books, 
currency, furs, hats, shoes or clothing.' It is "con- 
cievable that under exceptionally favorable condi- 
tions or artificial conditions the virus, germs or 
contagium might be conveyed 
from the diseased 


person to another person by such inanimate object, 
but in actual practice this apparentlx never hap- 
pens and one need never worry about it. Ordinary 
personal cleanliness, soap and water cleanliness, 
reasonable sQUeamishness about unnecessary inti- 
mate personal contacts and habits of toilet, are 
ample 
protection against the possibility of acci- 


dental infection' of this nature.

GENIUS AND THE COLOR LINE the pigmented 
skin is looked upon 


Quite recently, through the offices 


of a friend, I have discovered a young 
negro poet who has, I believe, a right 
to the much abused title of genius. 
Doubtless 
his work is familiar 
to 


many readers but because of my hab- 
it of never reading poetry in-the 
magazines I had the interesting 
ex- 


perience of having him burst" upon 
me with the full impact ,of his -work 
n volume form. And although the 
word genius must not be lightly us- 
ed, it seems to me that this young 
negro poet has at least as much 
right to it as have irost of the'young- 
er poets who are Trach better known. 


His name is Countee Cullen and his 


slender volume of poetry under the 
title "Color" -was published 'In 1925. 


rl Van Doren says about him . on 


the jacket, "I watch no "other Ameri- 
can poet of Mr. Cullen's age with 
quite so much interest 
and hope." 


And that is saying about as much as 
can be said by a careful critic at this 
time. 
Very obviously, on the basis 


of internal evidence, Countee Cullen 
is very young. 
In addition to other 


reasons is the reason of his preoccu- 
pation with the subject of death. 
It 


is a curious fact that the very young 
poet often harps on the theme 
of 


death. 
Some of the world's 
great 


poets have gone through this stage 
and have afterwards 
emerged from 


it as they grew older. 
And the 


volume" of Cullen's work is as yet so 
small that the careful critic can only 
hope that its very great promise will 
bo fulfilled. 
But he would seem to 


have the right at least to the title of 
being an incipent genius. 


BACKGROUND OF TRAGEDY 


Bearing that in mind, it struck me 


while reading his little book that this 
young genius confronts the world 
against a background 
of 
tragedy. 


Imagine, if you can, young, sensitive, 
highly organized John Koats being 
born a negro in the United States of 
America and you get some of the 
flavor of that tragedy. Not that the 
colored race is necessarily 
inferior 


but because of its status in America. 
Life- is hard at best for any colored 
person in a social organiaztlon where 


with disdain by most 
people 
and 


where pigracntcd blood is regarded as 
somehow tainted. But to the average 
person of color it is merely 
unfor- 


tunate, 
making life hard, but little 


more than that. To the sensitive poet 
it cannot be anything else than trag- 
edy. 


And "Color" shows in nearly every 


line that Countee Cullen feels is such. 
That is the theme of his volume. Al- 
though he is preoccupied with death. 
in the same way in which a very' 
young white poet may harp on tljat 
theme, there is an added poignacy in 
it "because he'iB also preoccupied with 
the theme of fcolor.', This 
note is 


struck in.the .very, firstfpoom in the- 
book, a sommqt.of.simple beauty and 
strength -in which the young 
poet 


morales'„many 
of- the 
inscrutible 


mysterious in -the world, 
declaring 


that he doubts not but there is -an 
explanation of some kind-for them all. 
And then.comes, the'closing couplet, 
two lines of strength and beauty: 
"Yet do I marvel 
at this 
curious 


thing: 


To make a poet" black and bid him 


sing." 
And that note is repeated 
again 


and again—the tragedy of color allied 
with genius. In the longest poem in 
the book, "The Shroud .of Color," he 
calls upon God to obliterate him but 
in a vision God shows him | the rea- 
sons for living and he becomes re- 
conciled. But for all-the bravo words 
at the end, he cannot take away the 
sense of tragedy, a tragedy that is in- 
herent in his life and can never" be 
lifted. 


In other moods, that same theme 


is treated with humor and satire. One 
quatrain in particular brings this out 
—"For a Lady I Know:" 
"She even thinks that up in heaven 


Her class lies late and snores, 


"While poor black cherubs rise at sev- 


en 


To do celestial chores." 
The bitterness of this is plain. But 


most of the time it is not bitterness 
but a sense of tragedy. 
This black 


American John Keats seems destined 
for sorrow.

"The proposed program contem- 


plates the improvement with concrete 
paving of about 15.5 miles on State 
Trunk Highway No. 16; 17 miles on 
Xo. 17; 17.5 miles on No. 31; 23 miles 
on No. IS; about 6 miles on No. 32 
in tho vicinity of Kiel; and S miles 
on No. 163 from Xishicotto Two Riv- 
ers."

acted during 1923 by the 10.800 farm- 
ers associations reporting to the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, according 
to a preliminary report by the Divi- 
sion of Cooperative Marketing today. 
This was an increase of more than 
$1.700,000,000 as compared with 1915 
when the 5,424 associations reporting 
to the Department handled a volume 
of business estimated at $030,000,000. 


The largest gains, measured in dol- 


lars were mado by the twelve North 
Central states of AViscons-in, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Xorth and South Dakota, Iowa. Ne- 
braska, Missouri and Kansas. Heavy 
percentage ga.ns were made in the 
southern cotton and tobacco producing 
states. Cooperative business for the 
three Pacific coast states fell a little 
short of dou! ling for the ten years. 


California \\as fie loading" state in 


regard to volume of cooperative busi- 
cnss in 13.0. Iowa was second in im- 
portance, Minnesota was third 
and 


New York was fourth. In 1925, ac- 
cording to tho preliminary estimates, 
Minnesota led in volume of business. 
California \\;is second in Importance, 
Illinois was third, and Iowa, fourth. 
Tho change in iclative importance of 
tho states between 1915 and 1925 i\as 
caused largely by the great increase in 
tho number of livestock shipping a«- 
sociations and in farmeis' grain ele- 
vators.

The qualified electors of the 
state or of any county or of any congressional, judicial or 
legislative district may petition for the recall of any elec- 
tive officer after the first year of the term for which he was 
elected, by filing a petition with the officer with whom the 
petition for nomination to such office in the primary election 
is filed, demanding the recall of such officer. Such peti- 
tion shall be sign'ed by electors equal in number to at least 
twenty-five per cent of the vote cast for the office of gover- 
nor at the last preceding election, in the state/county or dis- 
trict from which such officer is to be recalled. The officer 
with whom such petition is filed shall call a special election 
to be held not less than forty nor more than forty-five days 
from filing of such petition. The officer against whom such 
petition has been filed shall continue to perform the duties 
of his office until the result of such special election shall 
have been officially declared. Other candidates for such 
office may be nominated in the manner as is provided by 
law in primary elections. The candidate who shall receive 
the highest number of votes shall be deemed elected for the 
remainder of the term.
